Grand Forks, April 10.— As tho result 
ol a deiil whifh was closed today, the in- 
junction iH'oi.'eedi litis instituted in tho 
Supreme couit to restrain llio Great 
Northern railway from crossing ibe 
ranch of Johu A. ilanly, ~> miles below 
this city, have been drojiped. 'J'ho land 
in question is vested in the Yale Hotel 
company, whose directors adopted a re- 
.solutioii agreeing to dispose of tho tract 
comprising 1,000 acres, tho purchaser 
being the railway company, and the com- 
pensation .$50,000. After the paper had 
liecii signed by the (>intracting parties, 
the pureliase money was deposited in the 
Kasteru Townships bank hero, to the 
credit of the vendor. All obstacles to 
the immediate extension of the road in- 
to Republic have now been removed. 
Two weeks will probably bo occupied in 
excuvatiiig a cut on the Mauly proper- 
ty. 

The settlement just ofCectcd disposes of 
a knotty problem. After the Yale Hotel 
company liad obtained an interim in- 
juuctiijn, restraining ,tbo railway from 
crossing tliu petitioner's lands, counsel 
fur the Great Northern appealed to tho 
Full court on a technicality, ;uid on 
which lliey were not sustained, tho court 
ordering tlie case back to the trial judge 
for bearing on the merits. The case 
was pending when the settlement above 
outlined was reached. Moaiitimo the 
Grand Forks Board of Trade baviug 
taken up the matter and having -adopt- 
ed resolutions, Charles Cummiiigs, chair- 
man of the railway committee of the 
board, proceeded to St. i'aul. As a re- 
Fult of bis interviews with President 
Hill several weeks ago, Mr. Cumiuings 
returned to Uraud Forks with author- 
ity to negotiate a settlement. The pa- 
pers were signed in his presence this af- 
ternoon.

Ottawa, April 10. — This has been iiiiTi- 
tary day in the 'House. Hon. Hr. Bor- 
den, minister of militia, made several 
important annotincements. He said that 
(_;eueral U'Grady Haly's proposal for 
the adoption of a militia reserve was 
now bidiig put into elfect, so that at a 
very slight expense and with the assist- 
auco of riUe clubs, ilie force could bo 
trebled, giving over a hundred tliou.saud 
men. lUe hoped next year to increase 
the permaiieiit force to lifteen hundred. 
It would not be poss^ible to increase the 
Iieriod of annual training to 21 days, 
but say oiiee in three years a larger per- 
iod may be allowed than at present. 

More magazines for ammunition were 
n.-q aired, and he thought it might be 
advisable in time to establish an ar- 
senal in British Columbia. The mini- 
ster expressed the opinion that in a 
short timo there would bo a factory ca- 
pable of turning out 1120,0t)0 to 150,000 
stand of urjus a year, and doublo that 
quantity workiug extra timo.

The freight market is still sliding 
down, and if there is no advance with- 
in the next few months, il is hardly 
likely that the salmon pack will be sen* 
to the I'liiti'il Kingiloiii by steainei-, as 
was annoimreil, unless the steamers will 
olTer as low a rale as iliat taken by ilie 
China .Mutual line for a shipment of 
4,,")(1(l tons of wheat— practically a car- 
go — from Taconia for Europe. The Ivai- 
sow has loaded some salmon at Vancou- 
ver, and has some freight for the Ori- 
ent, otherwise it is likely that she wonid 
follow the Glenshiel and sail for Enrope 
■via the Straits of Magellan instead of tlie 
longer lltliil via Suez and the Orient. For 
this big cargo of wheat the Kaisow is 
onl.v getting 2C shillings and 3 pence, 
which is the lowest freight that has yet 
.been paid on this const for steam wheat 
freights. 

Tlie experience of the Kaisow is a 
good illustration of the big slump in 
freights which lias been going on for 
the past few montlis. The Kaisow car- 
ried wheat out of I'urtland in .lanuar.v, 
1901. h'lir the Portland cargo, which 
went by way uf llu' Straits of Magclhin, 
the Kaisow received '15 shillings per ton.

No alien eau complain of the privileges 
he enjoys in any British country, aud 
least of all in British Columbia. An 
alien is allowed to hold all kinds of pro 
perty. He is- allowed to locate and worV 
mineral ground upon exactly the same 
terms as a subject. 'He is fnrthermor 
invited to become a citizen if be wishes 
to take lip his residence in the country 
lie is welcomed both as an alien resi 
(lent, and as ti prospe,;;tive citizen. This 
is in harmony with our traditions. Brit 
niu has enormously strengthened herself 
by the freedom and liberality extended 
to all colors, creeds and nntionalilie 
She lias been a beneficent foster-motlier 
to tbe poor and oppressed ot all nation 
and whatever man in tlio wide world 
would be free, he has only to step on to 
British soil and his wish is an accom 
piisheil fact. It was only the other day 
I hat I'rofessor \'aiiibery, a man ot in 
teniatioual reputation, wrote thus to i 
frienil in England; "We in Hungary 
despite all slander and calumny, which 
is now tlie fashion to heap on Ku;;land, 
stil! look upoi) the British Isles as the 
only uiiadiilteraled fountain of light and 
liberty." That is tlie reimtntiou we hnv 
aiaiuired by oiir treatment of aliens, and 
particularly of those who have sought 
relief "from persecution and injustice. 
Every part of the Britisli Kiiipire should 
endeavor to live up to it. I'.rilish Colum- 
bia, lor instance, derives the same kind 
of bemsflt f«mi the influx of Americans 
experienced in mining, as England did 
from an inllux of I-'reneh Huguenots, ex- 
perienced in silk weaving, and we shoubi 
and do, welcome tliein. But, at tbe 
same time, we should romember'that the 
privileges which aliens enjoy in this 
''inuiliy are gifts, not rights, tliat 
i.v,-i- the granting of tliesi' i-rivileges 
o!irselv<-s. not to liieni, aud that the laws 
whicli embody tlu se privileges are made 
for aliens, not by aliens. We sbould not 
lie less proud of our ]iosition as citizens 
of the greatest and freest (•ountry in the 
world, than we slionid be jealous, down 
to the niinntest p.'irlienlar. of the jire 
rogative whicli that position involves. 
It is only by an amazing distortion of/ 
mind, coupled with an extraordinary ig- 
norance of the meaning of citizenship, 
that anyone could advance the proposi- 
tidii that an alien was entitled, under 
any circumstances, or in any election.

After diiy after day of persistent 
(•ro.ss-exaniiiiation, a great part of 
which was made uji of .ittempts to in- 
(luire into the «secrets of the .Executive 
CquucU and the policy of the goverii- 
munt, ou the one hand, and uf like iii- 
tnisious into the private affairs of tie' 
witness even to tiie slate of liis b.-mk 
account ,011 the other, .Mr. Curtis yes- 
terday coiK'luded ids iitieslions nnd the 
Cipi. -Mr. Duiisniuir steiiped down from 
tlie witness stand. 'J'hrmighoul the 
long ordeal his patience wiiti siU'cly tried, 
and it is hut little ■.vi.inier that i he 
sneering jibes of tile member from 
llossland, with the relietition of liis 
(lUeslions, led the I'rejiiier t'l iirand 
him with the offensive icrm oi "liar." 
while it is Imt a matter of justice lo 
tile witnes.s to say that the moiueiit Ills 
warmth hud snhsided h\t< apology was 
duly offered to the (.'ommissioner. The 
results of tiiis long draw'., out iiniiiisi.

The Cost of Crossing the Range 
by Three Feasible' 
Routes. 



The J«port of Hon. EdgiiT Dewdncy 
ou the survey ol the route of the pro- 
posed Coast-KootcMiiiy riiihviiy was pre- 
sented to the House yesterday. After 
referrlag to the orgauization of the par- 
■ ty, Mr. Dewdnoy says: 

In order .that you jnlKht the more readily 
underotund the setrenu lines we have ex- 
amined, 1 have •aumbored them as follows 
on the key map attached to this report: 

No. 1. The Hue cotored blaek from Uodo 
cemmcaceB .at a polut on the C P. U. line 
Biirvejed this aprluR from AUboCttifonl to 
Hope, and runs up the Coquhalla 'M mllcfi, 
wheru It LTOstiea the river, dowa' the Oo- 
ipilialla and u\i Unknown creek over lUiU- 
rond I'a.sK, anil down Itollroad creek and 
Uic Tuhuui'on to a point on the located lino 
i)£ the C v. It. at Allison, where tliat line 
turns norllierly up Gravejmrd creek. The 
mileage of No. 1 line Is 7',).28 miles; the 
BUrvey of this section, <;onnectlnK as it does 
both (Mint and west with tlie C. P. U., 
gives a continuous chained lino from oojmt 
to the eastern bouudury of our province, 
and l8 the only one.

In its Ottawa correspondence the 
Toror.tr. ^ffar lias the following livcl.i 
description of the voices nnd style o.

ment: 

The Into lumented Demosthenes 
used to tiay that all of oratory 
v#as in action. Time has reviewed 
the old Grcok'u conclusiomi, und in 
.Vnglo-lSaxou deliberative assemblies 
at least, the whole of oratory is in tlie 
voice. ilOven the .French members ut 
the Caii!uli:in parliament arc affected by 
this prcjuilice against facial play am' 
appropriate gesture. .Vt Jirst they think 
it strange that .'inch 11 s'lileiulid rlietoii- 
cinii as iSir liic'iiiird Cartwright slioulil, 
get up and deliver his liveliest invec- 
tives with a pnsiioiiless voice, 11 striiignt 
face, and a bo iy us inimoliile as an 
Egyptian umniniy in its swathiugs. But 
aftor a .-while it ilawns on them that, 
perhaps, the spoken word gains force 
Iby its detacliment from theatrical arts, 
11ml thnt n great speocli stands out more 
clearly if it is free from sago posturiugs 
und stained-glass attitudes. ,Iust us 
there are luivelic^ts who object to liuviug 
tlieir cliarming style spoiled ihy pictorial 
illustrations, and sculptors who will not 
idaster their statues of great men with 
allegorical figures at the base, so tliei'c 
:'re parliaiiieiita ry speakers who refuse 
to roll the llioiiglit of itt; virility by the 
iiicthoils of the actor. 

There arc, of course, reasons for this. 
It is not every politician who could 
adorn his language with suitable ges- 
tures. lK man iiitist luive a iiatur;il 
bent that way, or he imisi have lieeii 
tr:iiiied 111 a dramatic school. dK'siiles, 
niuvadiiyts the stntesiiieii who should 
unite tlie gifts of a Garrick with the 
eloquence of a Jiurlie would 'be too com- 
lielling to bo comfortable. iWe must 
thank Providence nnd a coustitutiona! 
mouarcliy that these things are Itept 
decently witlilu metes and Itounds. It is 
all very well for Demosthenes, or 
Ae.schiues, or Pericles, or Cicero, to 
sway the innltitiide witli nuances of 
voice and graces of iieliou, but there 
were no newspapers in those days. \ 
speech depended for its currency on the 
luouth-to-moiith rei.ort. Consctiuently it 
WHS tho statesman's .business to make as 
deep an inipref^sion as he could when lie 
got the chance. The public man of to-, 
day knows thnt, tlirough the jiress, lie 
addresses a iiatiomil audience, and that 
the few immediate hearers need not be 
ticklcil lii'c:iiise the far greater Jiarl of 
liis amiieiice will read what he said in 
a ]ilnee where charm of manner cannot 
be Set down. This lends to an emplinsis 
of matter, and by eiitiy steps to the 
abaiidouiiient of all manner save wliat 
■ be'.ongs to tlie man himself. In Quijbec 
oratory llonrislies,in the good old wny, 
iiecause Quebec is not the ne<wspniH'r- 
readini: iiroviuce tliat Ontario is. 

In (ioesn't take the .l-'reneh nieinibrr 
long to realize that in speaking to tlie 
large aiulience of the newspapers he iic- 
coniplishes nothing by throwing his arms 
alioiit, working his cjelirows, or indulg- 
ing in the gesticulating iiractices that iii- 
lluenee a polilicil meeting in tjuebce. 
iPresently his ;;eslnres liecouie less 
sweeiiing, less frei|iieiit, though he r.'irely 
forsakes llietii nltDgetlier, ,11c is willing 
to make some concession to custom and 
coiiuniiu sense, thougli he isn't <iiiite coii- 
vinceil thtit the lOiiglisli way is best. 
True, it has logic and the conservation 
of liiiniiin energy .at bottom; it leaves 
more time for thinking and less for 
fit inlying poses before a mirror; but it 
is, to some extent, a sacriflce ot groptiic 
oratory and the modes thnt prevail in 
liueliec. However, he bows to the 
iluniint nt feeling, and tenches his hands 
and eyes to disregard his utterances. 

I{iit when it comes to the voice - to 
those riue sliiiiliii,!,'s that delude the 
emutinns, and that make a I'reiich 
siicech inlelligibl.' to a listener who 
kiio\ys le'thim: of that tuiigue, he will 
uiit yield line iota. Hi.> lyeelim traill- 
iiit; is tiMi strong for li'nii. ami so we 
liave the lotund. the sostemito, and iill 
those iormal cd'I'eets of elocution which 
good iilebiUitig and dramatic) schools in- 
culcate. If— SI) he argues— the word is 
the body of the thought, then tlie voice 
is its beauty, tile outward ami visible 
sign of :iLi inward, spiritual grace. 
Wliv, then, should he send a grand 
thouglit out into the world without some 
sweet garniture of expression? uVs well 
expect a bird of paradise to wiilk ahroati 
witlioiit feathers. lie cannot under- 
stand why the Knglisli member puts so 
little value on these gawds of rhetoric, 
which are to oratory what Hogarth s 
line is lo art. "WHiy should a ninn ile- 
liberiitelv rob himself of an advantage so 
e:isilv :iciinired V Why do those cold- 
blooded lOiiU'lish I'hilistiues make ol' 
every s[ieech soinetliiiig as even and 
moiuitoiious as a Jiriest intoning the 
riliinl '.' Wliiit wouhln't a little vocal 
training, a few solfeggi pr.irtices every 
morning, diaphrairiiiat ic lirentliing ami 
dnmh-bellri 'do ti^ these stoical fid- 
lows

out, lioily resting lightly 011 the left 
font— the" proiier position for feiicinu'. 
singing or spea ki ii.l,-, the e;isy pnse fur 
thrust and parry, hinge iiml relreat.

We want no sleaiii 
siren, 110 calliojie, no Stentor. no 
<;.nbricrs Irumpet, imt iwo would like a 
voice, big, fill;, round, and satisfying— 
siiiiu'tliiiig velvety hut albysmal, sonie- 
tliiug wit): a purr to it like the diapason 
of ii great organ. 

Tliere is one such voice in the Ilouse 
of iCoiumons, a roice always do ]iro- 
fiiiidis, a voice lotit i-ihakes the lacunas 
in the ceiling with as little effort as the 
c;ir rumbling over tlic stoii.v iiavenient. 
'That voice belongs to the iMinistor of 
iCustoins, not so,^ tremendous now as in 
(tnys of yore, but still hig enough to 
niiiko the iFrench members sit up iiiuf 
envy tlio possessor of that splendid in- 
strument. This Tolce of Paterson's, 
which caused the Indians of Brant 
iCouiily to call him 'Big Thunder, is equal 
to all oceasioiKs. It never breaks, or 
falters, or grows rugged.

As far as vocal equipment is con- 
cenu'il, Houra'isa its the best provided of 
the Fremdi members of tho Commons. 
Jlis voic«? is clear, high, ringing, and in 
deidaiiiatorv passages strident ami im- 
passioned. Tho Minister of I'ublic 
Works in in a class by himself, with his 
broken, ejaculatory English, and u cer- 
tain nervons unease In liis tones which 
which mttkes him a liard man to follow. 
iHernier, minister of inland roveuuo, 
speaks rarely, and then in a grulT voice 
that goes well with tlie general burli- 
.s of the man. .Heriiier is not an 
neiiilemicinii, and cultiv:ites none ot the 
line arts of or;itory. 
Carroll, solicitor-general, lias a voice 
old and clear, and in none of its 
iiiooils midliiig. Somers, of iSt. ,lohii 
ami Iberville, who is iui addition to the 
b'reiicli ilebiiiing tiileiit in the 'Jlouse, 
unites great raciliiy of gesture with as 
much immobility of style, dlis stylo of 
lelivery is strenuous, iinil his voice 
stropitant. The new minister of jus- 
.! -Mr. Kitzpalrick, lias a rich voice in 
tlie conversational register, with just a 
suspicion of 'What we know as the Dub- 
lin accent, but it is not a "voice thnt 
soars far. It is a persuasive voice— a 
voice di camera, as the Italians say. 
iMir a stout innii, iMr. Blair has n thin 
voice. Tho ^Minister of iMiiriiio never 
addresses the Ilouse; lie talks to it in 
the «anie familiar way tlmt lu' uses in 
No. Iti. (Sir lUchnrd iCartwriglil has a 
voice that is iiieat for the mimic— some- 
what throaty, high and metiillic, but 
deep pitched; the ikiud of voice tliat 
might take the tenor port In a quartette, 
and even achieve the nt de poitiine on 
occasions. 

There is one well-ilelined class of 
voices ill the House to which .lohn llag- 
gart, iCochrane of EiiMt Northunihcrland 
ami Col. ■Tisilale 'belong. This may be 
lescribed :is the pliMiitive voice. .lolui 
illau'gart iievor speaks, but one recalls 
thai verse of (irey's Elegy : 
Che mulling owl doth to the morn 
complain." 
When Ool. Tisdttle addresses Mr. 
{Speaker, he seems alwoys to be on tlie 
verge of tears. One more sin on tho 
government's li.irt, and the giillnnt 
eoloiii'l woiiM break down and sob 
aloud. (lochrane has a touch of imli- 
getstioii in liis grief — like the naughty 
boy who lias been spanked for ])lnyiiig 
truant. It seems, liowover, that they 
always spoke this way, even when tney 
were on the riglit of 'Mr. Spetiker, and 
tluit circumstances hiive not made them 
thus dolorous. T'liey are in marked con- 
trast to E. I'\ Clarke, who seems to 
radiate gtjoil elicer in the iiiotic despair- 
ing' words, anil nvIio is always cabn, de- 
liberate and in high sjiirits. The vo.i e '. 
of ISproule has a soporiti'.' quality. It ' 
would be an e.Kcelleiit thing in the siirgi- ' 
cal ward of a hospital to induce hyiuio I 
sis. ilt never raises. It has the same ' 
drowsy persistence as the song of the 
telegrnpli wire — soothing but moiiniful. 

Tho lAIaxiiM gun style of delivery, 
rapid. slinri>, sometimes jerky, explosive 
ibiit lluent, tho terror of the Hansard 
nien — includes many of the niemhor.s.

The Kast Iiidian 
is enterprising and does not hesitate tit 
considerable rislaj; he is, in most cases, 
reliable and liberal; .■ he has,, as a rule, 
not been found to taltc advantage of 
the stPultened circnpistnuees of a debtor 
or of his debtor's isnorouee of business; 
and T, as a member' of the . iGermau East 
-Vfriciui coumi erd a'. .ijbqdy; protest cner-r 
geticiilly afcainst this.pf'opaganda for the 
expulsion l)y force of the 'Bast Indian 
trader."

Hut \t tJie Inrush In the ne.>;t few years 
shall 'be anything like It was to tho North- 
western States, It Is hard to predict what 
tho outcome will be.

Ho had no desire to catch 
votes, nor" to advance tinreasonablo or 
experimental propositions; his sole de- 
sire was to secure legislation that would 
benefit the workmen. Hp had express- 
ed on a previon.s occasion his regret that 
there was no intimation of labor refonus 
in the Speech from the Tltrouc, but that 
the interests of corporntions were reco^ 
uizoo. He argued that the first duty of 
the government was to I'.^ffislnte for the 
benelit of the masses— the working poo- 
ph' and thus secure a contenled and 
prosperous ]iopiilntion. No one conld de- 
ny that tlierc was a crying iif.ces>;ity for 
nn iniproremenj in the law gove'rniii,g 
the liability of enipliiyers for injuries 
f.iifrered by their employees. The pres- 
ent law was expeiisiv(> and cumbersome 
in its application. Thidcr the common 
law It was next to impossible to obtain 
compensation from employers fur acci- 
dents.
